Harold Weisberg has written me about your recent inquiry 
to him concerning his FOIA cases, in particular the newspaper 
and media accounts of his progress, defeats, and victories. 

I followed his cases closely during this time and can 
report that the press accounts were non-existent on almost 
all of them, a couple as I recall had a minor one line 
report. It is especially poignant to me because of the 
juxs tapos i t ion of two related items on the JFK evolving 
controversies. The day he won a major admission from the FBI 
on the testing of the bullet fragments, which meant an 
additional bullet existed and thus a conspiracy, he received 
no attention at all. Yet, the black comedian Dick Gregory 
had a Chicago newsconf erence where he gave a truly nutty 
account of the tramps killing JFK, and he got major 
television coverage. [No tramps existed.] 

I send by different cover a copy of my published record 
of Mr. Weisberg's 2052 case that exposed the sitting 
President Ford as a liar and a felon, as well as incompetent. 
Pure dynamite and no coverage. The book contains the 
complete court record. You are welcome to do what you wish 
with this book in Danish and can take this letter as 
permission to use.
